it. The pay e.pials to three and one 
third dollars per day for three hundred 
working days. If any one doubt, that 
ojr turnpikes need the three hundred 
da; s service of a good energetic, prac- 
tical business man, let him ride over 
the roads of the County. To those who 
are making constant complaint and who 
are every day reminded as they travel, 
that our turnpikes are turning to mud 
roads, let it be remembered that this 
condition is brought about by neglect 
and incompetent management since our 
turnpikes have been free, and the blame 
does not he upon any single administra- 
tion. But the present administration 
must meet the conditions at this time. 
The failure of the past is just now be- 
ing developed and Judge Arnold is pei- 
hapa getting far more criticism than he 
deserves. But there is a remedy and 
it is up to him to take advantage of it. 
The mistakes of the past must he cor- 
rected. The road engineer that he n 
about to appoint should be a competent 
man and suitable for the position.

The mating season Is naturally one 
of levere strain on the ram and he 
should he given every possible oppor- 
tunity to keep strong and henlthy 
Thls means that he ought to have the 
proper kind of care, even before tho 
breeding season begins. Of course. 
It the pasture Is plentiful, there Is not 
any need of feeding anvthlng else 
during the early part of the grazing 
IMMaV However, as the hot wealhi-r 
comes and the grass becomes less 
abundant and less succulent. It may 
be advisable to feed other roughage 
or perhaps a little grain. 

Especially during the month Just 
preceding the mating season should 
the ram get the best of feed and rare,

In addition to providing plenty of 
pasture, and a small amount of grain 
during the late summer, the ram 
should have an abundance of water 
The usual practice in pasturing the 
ram during the summer months is to 
place him In a small paddock or an 
orchard, where there la no natural 
water aupply. Under luch conditions 
It is necessary to supply water by ar- 
tificial means And when the water 
la supplied a little salt may be given 
once each week. 



Sometimes a One spray of pure ker- 
osene is very effective in knocking off 
flies. This spray should not be heavy 
enough to penetrate the hair, or It 
will blister the skin. Anothei spray 
is made bv the use of ordinary eoa' 
tar dip or creosote two parts, mineral 
oil four parts, water ten parts This 
is usually put on with a brush or a 
sponge.
